Emma Goldman on the stage of the 
big labor auditorium in Paterson, N. 
J., when the anarchist queen, in a 
wild tirade against Billy Sunday, led 
about 2000 reds and radicals in a 
revel of blasphemies, and little now 
remains of the building but a shed. 


At 10 o'clock Emma Goldman and 


Ben Reitman, her man Friday, were 
reviling Christ and sending up ironic 
prayers to God, while the place rock- 
ed in merriment. At 12 o'clock the 
walls and the roof were falling in. 


Ben Reitman at the close ot tne rneei- 
ing teetered on his toes at the front 
of the stage and demanded to know 
If there were to be no trail hitters. 


"Who'll say a good word for Je- 


sus?" Ben demanded. There was no 
answer. "Poor Jesus," said Ben. "No 
one to back him up? No one to take 
his part?" 


In less than an hour the building 


was a roaring torch that lit Paterson 
for blocks about. Hundreds of frame 
dwellings in tbe neighborhood were 
threatened. Th§ building-. known zz 
Turn Hall, was destroyed, with a loss 
estimated at $30,000. It was four stor- 
ies high, included dwelling quarters 
and a saloon, and has been the scene 
of all big strike meetings for years. 
It was the headquarters and meeting 
place of anarchists and radicals in 
and about Paterson. The place has 
been damaged by fire on three other 
occasions. 


The 
building was at Ellison and 


Cross streets, in the heart of the so- 
called "red section." The owners say 
the fire was started by an incendiary. 
There are these IB Paterson who say 
it was the hand of God. 


The police have increased the police 


guard at Sunday's tabernacle by an 
extra detail of plain clothes men, in 
the belief that red sympathizers, at- 
tributing the fire to an incendiary, 
may torch the tabernacle. 


Farmer Accused of Arson. 


Henry Havelmau, of near Maucb. 


Chunk, Pa., a sixty-five-year-old farm- 
er, whose honesty and Integrity have 
never before been questioned, is in 
the county jail on two charges of ar- 
son, with intent to defraud an insur- 
ance company. 


It is alleged that on March 22 Ha- 


velman's barn, a large frame struc- 
ture, was destroyed by fire. While his 
neighbors were fighting the fire the 
flames broke out on the second and 
third floors of the residence, a short 
distance away from the barn. The ef- 
forts of the neighbors were then di- 
rected toward saving the house. 


An April 7 the house was again set 


on fire. At this time it was found that 
tne enure ouuamg naa oeen saturated 
with oil. A short time before it was 
burned down the property was insur* 
ed for $1400.

stay," she told him. "So far the only 
place people can dance is in the showy

All 
these dances are under Mrs. Hawkes- 
worth's supervision. They were start- 
ed by her and are conducted according 
to her plan. 


Only five winters age Mrs Hawkes- 


worth faced one of the hardest situa- 
tions tuat a, vioiuau ever has to lace 
She was suddenly left a widow and 
without money. She had been used to 
luxuries and was a woman of mature 
years, without a grain of business ex 
perience and with no means—so i 
seemed—of earning an income. She 
had b^en given a good musical tram 
ing as a girl and she had pla>ed the 
piano as a pastime throughout her 
married life. Her friends suggested 
that she could earn a little by teach 
ing music. 


Mrs. Hawkesworih had the good tor 


tune to know Victor Herbert. 
She 


had played as an amateur in ensemble 
music which he had conducted, and 
she asked him what chance she had 
as a teacher. 


"Your gift lies in managing, not in 


teaching," he told her. and she took 
his advice seriously. She decided to 
make her first money by getting up 
a concert. 


Does Big Things With Concerts. 
There are some people who instinct 


ively begin things in a small v.ay. 
they decide to conduct musicales thej 
give the first one on a small scale 
They would use a friend's drawing 
room, employ cheap local talent anc 
ask only their acquaintances to sub 
scribe. But Mrs. Hawkesworth is no 
one of this class. 
She decided she 


would have none but the best singers 
and that her patronesses should be 
only women of wealth. The very daj 
she decided to give the musicale she 
went unaided and unintroduced to

«afes. 
I will undertake to conduct af- some of the biggest entertainers in 


ternoon dances in your hotel for you 
and guarantee success if you will let 
me have carte blanche. There must 
be no objectionable dancing and we 
must cater to the conservative ele- 
ment," 


She named the commission at which 


she would undertake this work and 
told the manager of the hotel to let 
her know what he thought of the prop- 
osition when he thought it over. The 
hotel man decided at once, and before 
many days had passed one of the ball 
rooms on the twenty-fourth floor of 
this big hotel had been opened for af- 
ternoon dancing. The price of admis- 
sion was a dollar and anyone who 
wished might attend. 


Started Subscription Dances. 


Socm other hotel managers, hearing 


of Mrs. Hawkesworth"s success, came 
to her and asked her to do the same 
thing for them. There is a great deaJ to 
do in managing these dances besides 
providing music and a suitable floor, 
and they knew that it was better to pay 
Mrs. Hawkesworth a high commission 
than to experiment themselves. But 
Mrs. Hawkesworth -wisely refused to 
dnplicate her achievements. 


She had another plan. While these 


public dances had gone—and are still 
going—wonderfully well, there -were 
still some society people of New York 
•who wanted something even more ex- 
clusive. They would dance in the af- 
ternoon at a hotel, they told Mrs. 
Hawkeaworth, if the dances conld be 
put on tho subscription basic. 


Henae Mrs. Hawkesworth opened a! 


set of subscription afternoon dances 
,at a hotel in New York, to which the 


the world and before nightfall she had 
drawn up contracts with Alma Gluck, 
Geraldine Farrar and Adeline Genee, 
all of whom happened to be ~n New 
York at that time. These contracts 
involved $6,000, a sum which she could 
not possibly have paid if the next step 
in her program had not proved suc- 
cessful. This step was securing pa- 
trons. 


Mrs. Hawkesworth called on a list 


of the most prominent society women 
of New York and asked them to sub- 
scribe to the new series of morning 
musicales she purposed giving at the 
Plaza hotel. They were to be different 
from other musicales, she assured 
them, and her assurance was convinc- 
ing. 
The next thing to do was to 


make the musicales different. It was 
not enough to have Geraldine Farrar 
sing and Genee dance. That was no 
special treat to society folk. 
Mrs. 


Hawkesworth decided on having her 
performers dress in costume suited to 
the songs they sang. 
For her first 


performance she planned costumes 
and songs of the nattier style and so 
with the aid of the best costumers she 
could secure, her stars were dressed 
in the white curls and bouffant skirts 
of the period of Louis XV. That sug- 
gested the name of the series of en- 
tertainments, the "Chansons Crino- 
lines"—a name which has played no 
little part in the subsequent success of 
these entertainments. 
Now the name 


"Chanson Crinoline" is known to so- 
ciety and musical folk all over the 
country. 


Mrs. Hawkesworth has stuck to her 


idea of having the artists all in cos- 


tume, although they are act all in crin- 
oline. When Amato appears she has 
him dress in Italian costume to fit the 
Italian love songs he has to sing. 
Olive Fremstedt sings Swedish songs 
in the peasant cos' ame of the North, 
and Lucrezia Bori sang Spanish folk 
songs in the characteristic mantilla of 
her native country. 
When Edmond 


Clement 
sang 
his 
delightful 
old 


French songs he dressed in satin knee 
breeches, brocaded coat, powdered wig, 
silk stockings and shoe buckles. 


"Arranger" for Society Folk. 


The first one of these "Chansons 


Crinolines" was a howling success, 
and Mrs. Hawkesworth's future was 
assured. Society people—always anx- 
ious to be amused—saw possibilities 
in this quiet-voiced, energetic little 
woman, whose widow's weeds were in 
such striking contrast to the gay en- 
tertainments she had arranged. 
If 


she could arrange uuusual musicales 
why couldn't she arrange unusual 
dances, dinners and private entertain- 
ments of all kinds? This was a de- 
parture from her intention to be a 
musicale manager, but Mrs. Hawkes- 
worth was still too eager to make a 
living to refuse. That was four years 
ago, and now among society folk in 
New York and Newport she i§ as well 
known as an arranger of dances and 
dinners that are unusual as David Bel- 
asco is know n as a theatrical manager 


At one dance Mrs. Hawkesworth ar- 


ranges a shower of real butterflies 
that flit through the ballroom just at 
the appointed moment Tike a dream 
of fairyland. 
At another she has a 


yoke of flower-crowned oxen bring ia 
the professional dancers. At another 
she has an arrangement like an enor- 
mous book, so that the professional 
entertainers seem to jump from the 
pages of a story as thejr appear. 


"Where do you get all these ideas?" 


people are constantly asking Mrs. 
Hawkesworth, for they know she 
doesn't have time to travel far for 
them. 


"It is simply a matter of concen- 


tration," she says. "If I want a new 
idea I just sit down and think and 
think and if I think long enough it 
comes 
That is concentration, isn't 


it?" 


But don't imagine that every clever 


widow suddenly thrown on her own 
resources could do the same. There 
aren't fifty women in New York who 
have energy 'enough. To prove this 
here is the schedule of just one of 
Mrs. Hawkesworth's days: 


One of Her Busy Days. 


She appears at her office at about 


ten in the morning. The chances are 
that she will begin work with her 
secretary over an itemized bill for 
an entertainment given the night be- 
fore, for society women want very 
exact figures and are more apt to 
quibble over five dollars paid for a 
spotlight which they think ought to 
have been only four dollars and fifty 
cents than anyone else. Then comes 
a telephone message from a woman 
well known in society. 


"Oh, Mrs. Hawkesworth," she says 


wearily. 
"I have been 
appointed 


chairman for the charity ball of such- 
and-such a league, and we want some- 
thing original. I have tried to manage 
but it is quite beyond me. Will yon 
come up to my house* this afternoon 
and talk it over?" 


Another telephone follows. 
It is 


from another society woman, known 
for the daring entertainments she 
gives. 
"Mrs. 
Hawkesworth," 
she 


says gayly, "I am giving dinner to- 
morrow and I want a moving-picture 
performance afterward. I haven't the 
least idea how to arrange for it and I 
just took a fancy to have it a mo- 
ment ago." 


Then, as Mrs Hawkesworth is rack- 


ing her brains thinking how she will 
go about it and is just setting out to 
a moving-picture establishment, the 
telephone rings again. This time it is 
a message from one her musical stars 
who has been taken ill the last minute 
and cannot keep an appointment. 


As she hangs up the receiver from 


this call she is thinking whom she can 
get to take his place. She cannot wait 
to finish her work on the bills, al- 
though they must be posted that after- 
noon, for she must now hurry to the 
hotel in Fifty-seventh street where she 
has daily office hours in. connection 
with her afternoon dances. Here she 
has a rehearsal for a special dance 
the week following. 
After that is 


over, she has to go to a florist's shop 
tc make arrangements for some un- 
usual dinner decorations and from 
there to interview one of the greatest 
singers she has secured for her next 
"Chanson Crinoline" about the cos- 
tume she is to wear and the songs 
she is to sing. This takes till late 
afternoon and then she drops in at 
one of the hotels to see that the danc- 
ing is. going on all right. 


Sirs. Hawkesworth is%ery particu- 


lar about these dances. That is one 
of the reasons why they have been 
so successful with the more conserva- 
ive elements. 
Perhaps a society 


woman with the best of intentions 
has drawn out a cigarette case, or 
perhaps one of the devotees of the 
'ox trot has been demonstrating some 
steps that might lead to criticism. In 
this event it is Mrs. Hawkesworth's 
duty to remonstrate with the offender 
so tactfully that she doesn't know she 
has been reproved. 


Then, after a little rest and a hasty 


evening toilet, Mrs. Hawkesworth is 
whisked in a tasicab to the home of 
the society leader -who is givfng a big 
dinner that night. 
Mrs. Hs^wkes- 


worth is never one of the party. In 
many cases the hostesses hafve sug- 
;ested that she join in the festivities 
which she keeps in motion, but Mrs. 
Hawkesworth has no interest in the 
social side of the game she plays. She 
enters as noiselessly as the caterer 
or the florist, and is only known by 
the results of her labor.

spoonful of flour. Put the butter into 
a saucepan with the mutton, cut in 
small pieces. Add the onions, cut in 
quarters, with the herbs and parsley. 
Cover with water. 
Lay the potatoes 


over the meat, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper acd boil 
Then add flour an<l 


let simmer for two hours. Serve on a 
hot platter with the vegetables around 
the meat. Remove the herbs before 
serving. 


Potato Croquettes.—Take a quart of 


mashed potato, two eggs, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, one tablespoonfu! 
of chopped parsley, salt, pepper and 
red pepper to taste. Mash the pota- 
toes by putfjnsr them through a ricer, 
melt the butter and*add with the sea- 
sonings, then the well-beaten eggs. 
Mix and divide into ten or more pieces 
and form into croquettes; brush with 
egg yolk, toss in crumbs and fry in 
smoking hot fat.

cream with sugar and salt to sliced 
cucumbers or cabbage, with a dash of 
salt and pepper, you have a most ap­ 
petizing salad ready to eat. 


Sour cream used as a white sauce 
in place of milk to serve with fish is 
another dish not half appreciated or 
known. 


Sour-Cream Biscuit.—There is no 
more enjoyable hot biscuit than the 
one enriched by sour cream. To each 
cupful of sour cream add a half tea­ 
spoonful pf soda, using two or three 
tablespoonfuls of shortening, accord­ 
ing to the richness of the cream. 


Drop Cookies.—Take a half cupful 
of butter, soften it, add to one cupful 
of sugar, beat well, add a beaten egg, 
two cupfuls of flour, a fourth of a 
teaspoonful of soda and three and a 
half teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and a half cupful of sour cream, mix 
well, and drop by spoonfuls on a but­ 
tered sheet, 
Sprinkle with granu­ 
lated sugar and bake in a moderate 
oven. 


Gingerbread.—Beat a quarter of a 
cupful of sugar, add a cupful of mo­ 
lasses. two weli-beaten eggs> one cup­ 
ful of sour cream and three cupfuls of 
flour. 
A teaspoonful of soda and a> ta­ 
blespoonful of ginger. 
Beat well and 
bake in a large dripping pan. 


Sour cream griddle cakes, gems and 
spice cake, sour cream, one cupful, 
with the same of sugar and nutmeats 
cooked together until thick makes 
the most delicious cake filling one can 
imagine.

MORE IMPORTANT. 


No Profit in Irish Sugar Beets. 


While sugar beets can be success- 


fully grown in Ireland, writes Consul 
Wesley Frost, from Queenstown, their j 
culture would probably not be profit- 
able, according to a statement just 
issued by the head of the department 
of agriculture and technical instruc- 
tion for Ireland. The fact has been 
established that a normal price for 
sugar beets will yield less per acre 
than the normal prices for potatoes 
or mangels. As the sugar beet indus- 
try would not be successful under the 
ordinary conditions of peace, the de- 
partment does not feel "prepared to 
take, directly or indirectly, any re- 
sponsibility for advising Irish farmers 
to grow beet root." It is added that 
whatever may be the results of Eng- 
land's exclusion of sugar, therefore, in 
Scotland and England, it seems safe 
to assume that sugar production will 
not be developed in Ireland.—New 
York Times.

Although the pay is small and the 


life often lonely, the lighthouse serv- 
ice attracts as a rule an excellent 
:lass of faithful men, willing to take 
large risks in doing their duty and 
also in helping those in distress. There 
are many cases of faithful service and 
bravery. 


There are a number o£ woman light- 


keepers. One of these, the keeper of 
Angel Island light in San Francisco 
l»aj, reported that altfcr thu machin- 
ery of the fog signal was disabled on 
July 2, 1906, she "had struck the bell 
by hand for 20 hours and 35 minutes 
until the fog lifted," and that on July 
•t, when the machinery was further 
disabled, she stood all night on the 
platform outside and "struck the bell 
with a nail hammer with all my might 
The fog was dense." 


A widely known woman lightkeeper 


was Ida Lewis, who died about three 
years ago. She lived at Lime Rock 
lighthouse, on a ledge in Newport har- 
bor, for 57 years, her father having 
been appointed keeper when she was 
twelve years old. She was keeper of 
the light for 32 years. There are re- 
ports of her having rescued 13 per- 
sons from drowning. On one occasion 
it is said, she saved three men who 
| were swamped in attempting to pick 


up a sheep, and then she rescued the 
sheep also. 


Because of,the difficult life, keepers 


at isolated stations are granted shore 
liberty and leave 72 days a year, and) 
crews of light vessels 90 days a year. 


The first lighthouse on this conti- 


nent was built by Massachusetts, in 
1715-1716, on an island in the en- 
trance to Boston harbor. 


The first class light and fog signal 


stations are located at the more prom- 
inent and dangerous points along the 
seaboard, and on. a well-lighted coast 
such stations should be sufficiently 
close that a coasting vessel may al- 
ways be in sight of a light. The 
smaller lights are placed to mark har- 
bors, inside channels and dangers. 
Along the navigable rivers numerous 
post lights are maintained to indicate 
the channels. 


For New York harbor and immedi- 


ate approaches alone 268 aids to navi- 
gation are required, including 46 shore 
lights, two light vessels and 36 lighted 
buoys; there are 192 buoys of all 
classes and 37 fog signals, including 
sounding buoys. 


Among the lighthouses of the coun- 


try may be found examples of great 
engineering skill and of dignified and 
simple design. Some of the tall light- 
house structures are of beautiful 
architecture, suited to the purpose, 
and set off by picturesque location on 
headland or rock overlooking the sea. 
The tower must be built to give the 
light a suitable height above the wa-

lu the European war canals are per- 


haps of more importance than rail- 
ways, the Kiel canal to the Geriaaas 
and the Suea canal to the British gov 
emment in Egypt. It is not generally 
known what enormous difficulties have 
to be faced in the endeavor to keep 
these canals clear. 


The Germans have spent a gigantic 


sum on their Kiel canal, which carries 
their ships from ,the North aea to the 
Baltic. Just before they made this 
war they had widened it at a cost 01 
fifteen millious- 


The United States has anxieties 


over the Culebra cut in the Panama, 
but not more so than the Germans 
over their waterway. For the ground 
through which the* latter is cut is in 
most places nothing but peat—rotten, 
black stuff which keeps on breaking 
up and falling back into the canal- 


Also the bottom continually "bumps 


up," thus lowering the depth of the 
passage. The craft -that use the Kiel 
canal have to crawl along. They say 
that if a cruiser were to make *a dash 
through at top speed it would take a 
year and several millions of money to 
remedy the damage done by her stern 
wave. 


Leave any canal alone for even a 


year, and it would no longer be fit for 
navigation. Within Sve years a small 
boat would be unable to pass through 
It. 


Each canal has its own special trou- 


bles. The canal ot Panama has land 
slides. Many have taken place during 
its construction, many more will have 
to be dealt with in coming years. Not 
long after opening the canal was com 
pletely closed to traffic because of an 
enormous landslide. 


The German-led Turks are said to 


be about to attack Egypt. If their 
armies ever manage to cross the wa- 
terless desert of Sinai they will find 
themselves on the far bank of the 
broad Suez canal, which will be pa 
trolled by British warships, mounting 
guns beside which the Turkish artil- 
lery will be mere toys. 


But the Suez, like the Panama canal, 


could never afford passage for these 
great ships unless work went on con- 
stantly to keep it clear. It is esti- 
mated that, if the dredging work on 
the Suez v/ere abandoned, -within less 
than ten years the Turks or anyone 
else could cross it dry shod. 


On both sides of the canal stretch 


miles of dry desert, from which every 
wind that blows lifts the sand in edg- 
ing spirals and carries it in great 
clouds. A single storm may drop a 
thousand tons of sand into one mile of 
the canal. 


Of late years a great quantity of 


trees have been planted along the 
banks in order to prevent the sand 
from drifting into the water; yet even 
so, great steam dredgers are always 
at work scooping from the bottom the 
blown-in sand, and dumping it along 
the shore. 


Another trouble- of those in charge 


of the Suez canal is caused by fresh 
water springs, v/bich burst up in its 
deep bed and pOe the sand in ridges.

SAVE LIVES HI SEA M 
SNAKE F A I 


Lighthouse Keepers Worthy of 
the Highest Praise. 


NEED CONSTANT CARE 


Arduous Duty, Demanding Extreme 
Self-Sacrifice, 
Cheerfully 
Per­ 
formed—Examples of Bravery 
That Are Without Equal. 


Although the pay Is small and the 
/lie often lonely, the lighthouse serv­ 
ice attracts as a rule an excellent 
'jlass of faithful men, willing to take 
largo risks in doing their duty and 
also in helping those in distress. There 
are many cases of faithful service and 
bravery. 


There are a number of woman lights 
keepers. One of those, the keeper of 
Angel Island light in San Francisco 
bay, reported that after the machin­ 
ery of the fog signal was disabled on 
July 2, 190G, she “had struck the bell 
by hand for 20 hours and 35 minutes 
until the fog lifted/’ and that on July 
4, when the machinery was further 
disabled, she stood all night on the 
platform outside and “struck the bell 
with a nail hammer with all my might 
Tho fog was dense.“ 


A widely known woman lightkeeper 
was Ida Lewis, who died about three 
years ago. 
She lived at Lime Rock 
lighthouse, on a ledge in Newport har­ 
bor, for 57 years, her father having 
been appointed keeper when she was 
twelve years old. She was keeper of 
the light for 32 years. There are re­ 
ports of her having rescued 13 per­ 
sons from drowning. On one occasion 
it is said, she saved three men who 
were swamped in attempting to pick 
up a sheep, aud then she rescued the 
sheep also. 


Because of ,the difficult life, keepers 
at isolated stations are granted shore 
liberty and leave 72 days a year, and> 
crews of light vessels 90 days a year. 


The first lighthouse on this conti­ 
nent was built by Massachusetts, in 
1715-17H), on an island In the en­ 
trance to Boston harbor. 


The first class light and fog 3ignal 
stations are located at the more prom­ 
inent and dangerous points along the 
seaboard, and on a well-lighted coast 
such stations should be sufficiently 
close that a coasting vessel may al­ 
ways be in sight of a light. 
The 
smaller lights are placed to mark har­ 
bors, inside channels and dangers. 
Along the navigable rivers numerous 
post lights are maintained to indicate 
the channels. 


For New York harbor and immedi­ 
ate approaches alone 268 aids to navi­ 
gation are required, Including 46 shore 
lights, two light vessels and 36 lighted 
buoys; there are 192 buoys of all 
classes and 37 fog signals, Including 
sounding buoys. 


Among the lighthouses of the coun­ 
try may bo found examples of great 
engineering skill and of dignified and 
simple design. Some of the tall light­ 
house 
structures are of beautiful 
architecture, suited to the purpose, 
and set off by picturesque location on 
headland or rock overlooking the sea. 
The tower must be built to give the 
light a suitable height above the wa*

The government of Brazil maintains 
at Sao Paulo a snake farm where rep­ 
tiles 
are 
provided 
with 
concrete 
houses. 


Tho snake farm serves the double 
purpose of providing a supply of ma­ 
terial for the production of serum an­ 
tidote for snake bites and for educat­ 
ing tho public to the fact that all 
snakee are not venomous. A concrete 


/ 


wall high enough to keep the snakes 
from crawling out surrounds the farm, 
but it is low enough to allow visitors 
a chance to see over. 


It is by this means that this educa­ 
tional work is carried on. Familiarity 
breeds contempt there as elsewhere. If 
you see a snake that you have believed 
to be a dangerous enemy playing with 
its master each day you gradually alter 
your opinion of it. At any rate that is 
what has happened and is happening 
there. 


Inside the wall is a water-filled 
trench, also lined with concrete, while 
cement 
walks connect 
the snake 
houses. At night the snakes are herd­ 
ed into these double-shaped structures 
and the doors are closed. 
In the 
morning an attendant wakes up the 
reptiles by prodding them with a stick 
through a hole in the door, after which 
the doors are removed and the snakes 
come out for their morning bath, in 
the trench.

•HIP CANALS HAVE TO BE WELL 
LOOKED AFTER. 


Natum of Ground Through Which 
THsy Are Cut Makes the Most 
Thorough Watchfulness 
Imperative. 


In the European war canals are per­ 
haps of more importance than rail­ 
ways, the Kiel canat to the Germans 
and the Suee canal to the British gov 
ernment in Egypt. It is not generally 
known what enormous difficulties have 
to be faced in the endeavor to keep 
these canals clear. 


The Germans have spent a gigantic 
sum on their Kiel canal, which carries 
their ships from the North sea to the 
Baltic. 
Just before they made this 
war they had widened it at a cost of 
fifteen millions. 


The United States has anxieties 
over the Culebra cut in the Panama* 
but not more so than the Germans 
over their waterway. FY>r the ground 
through which the latter is cut is in 
most places nothing but peat—rotten, 
black stuff which keeps on breaking 
up and falling back into the canal. 


Also the bottom continually “bumps 
up/’ thus lowering the depth of the 
passage. The craft »that use the Kiel 
canal have to crawl along. They say 
that if a cruiser were to make'a dash 
through at top speed it would take a 
year and several millions of money to 
remedy the damage done by her stern 
wave. 


Leave any canal alone for even a 
year, and it would no longer be fit for 
navigation. Within five years a small 
boat would be unable to pass through 
it. 


Each canal has its own special trou­ 
bles. The canal of Panama has land­ 
slides. Many have taken place during 
its construction, many more will have 
to be dealt with in coming years. Not 
long after opening the canal was com­ 
pletely closed to traffic because of an 
enormous landslide. 


The German-led Turks are said to 
be about to attack Egypt 
If their 
armies ever manage to cross the wa­ 
terless desert of Sinai they will find 
themselves on the far bank of the 
broad Suez canal, which will be pa­ 
trolled by British warships, mounting 
guns beside which the Turkish artil­ 
lery will be mere toys. 


But the Suez, like the Panama canal, 
could never afford passage for these 
great ships unless work went on con­ 
stantly to keep it clear. 
It is esti­ 
mated that, if the dredging work on 
the Suez were abandoned, within less 
than ten years the Turks or anyone 
else could cross it dry shod. 


On both sides of the canal stretch 
miles of dry desert, from which every 
wind that blows lifts the sand in edg­ 
ing spirals and carries it in great 
clouds. 
A single storm may drop a 
thousand tons of sand into one mile of 
the canal. 


Of late years a great quantity of 
trees have been planted along the 
banks in order to prevent the sand 
from drifting into the water; yet even 
so, great steam dredgers are always 
at work scooping from the bottom the 
blown-In sand, and dumping it along 
the shore. 


Another trouble of those in charge 
of the Suez canal is caused by fresh 
water springs, which burst up in its 
deep bed and pile the sand in ridges.

German Care of the Wounded. 
An American newspaper man writ­ 
ing from Germany, where he had been 
allowed an opportunity to study the 
system of sanitary and medical service 
In the army, makes the interesting 
statement that it is not only extremely 
thorough, but that tho conservation of 
life and limb is the policy and prac­ 
tice of the surgeons. 
That is, their 
great endeavor is to save life and to 
avoid amputation of legs or arms 
where it is possible. 


That they havo remarkable success 
Is indicated by tho fact that out of 
1,587 severely wounded men brought 
to a certain field hospital within a 
given four weeks, but 17 died, Out of 
hundreds of operations performed, 
only one was an amputation of a limb. 
There is no post-battle butchery by 
eager young surgeons, for no operation 
Is performed until it is pronounced ab­ 
solutely necessary by a competent 
head surgeon.

NEW GAME LAWS. 


Governor Brumbaugh has signed the 


Phillips bill establishing a new schedule 
of open Reasons for the hunting of game 
in Pennsylvania, as follows: 


Wild turkey, raffed grouse or pheasant, 


Virginia partridge or quail, woodcock, 
ring necked pheasant, Hungarian quail, 
blackbirds and gr%7, black and fox squir- 
rels—October 15 to November 30. 


Babbit and hare—November 1 to 30. 
Raccoon—October 15 to December 31. 
Bear—October 16 to December 15. 
Deer December 1 to 15. 
It is made unlawful to sell or offer for 


sale or to have in possession for sale any 
elk, deer, rabbit, hare or any black, gray 
or fox squirrel, or ring necked pheasants 
or Hungarian quail caught, taken or kill- 
ed within the state, or any wild turkey, 
ruffed grouse or pheasant, Virginia part- 
ridge or quail, or woodcock, taken or 
killed either within or without the state. 


No person shall be permitted to kill in 


one day more than one wild turkey or 5 
ruffed grouee or 8 quail or 10 woodcock 
or 4 ring necked pheasants or 4 Hungar- 
ian pheasants or 1 bear or 6 squirrels or 
10 rabbits or three hares, or in one week 
more than one wild turkey or 20 ruffed 
grouse or 25 quail or 20 woodcocks or 10 
ring necked pheasants or 10 Hungarian 
quail or 1 bear or 20 squrrels or 30 rabbits 
or 15 hares ,or in one season more than 2 
wild turkeys or 30 ruffed grouse or 40 
quail or 30 woodcock or 20 ring necked 
pheasants or 20 Hungarian qnail or 40 
squirrels or 1 bear or 60 rabbits or 30 hares 
or 1 deer. The only deer that can be law- 
fully killed are males with antlers at least 
two inches long, 


The penalties for taking game in viola 


of this act are: Deer, $100 each; squirrel, 
rabbit, hare or raccoon, $10 each; birds, 
t25 each; bear, $50 each. In lieu of pay 
ment of the fine one day's imprisonment 
for each dollar of fine is provided.

No person shall be permitted to kill in 
one day more than one wild turkey or 5 
ruffed grouse or 8 quail or 10 woodcock 
or 4 ring necked pheasants or 4 Hungar­ 
ian pheasants or 1 bear or 6 squirrels or 
10 rabbits or three hares, or in one week 
more than one wild turkey or 20 ruffed 
grouse or 25 quail or 20 woodcocks or 10 
ring necked pheasants or 10 Hungarian 
quail or 1 bear or 20 squrrels or30 rabbits 
or 15 hares ,or in one season more than 2 
wild turkeys or 30 ruffed grouse or 40 
quail or 30 woodcock or 20 ring necked 
pheasants or 20 Hungarian quail or 40 
squirrels or 1 bear or 60 rabbits or 30 hares 
or 1 deer. The only deer that can be law­ 
fully killed are males with antlers at least 
two inches long,

where a search of his clothes revealed

He was 
promptly arraigned and fined $? 


Tellers at some of the savings banks 
declare that deposits are frequently 
made by men and women who are 
wretched and woebegone in appear­ 
ance, 
These deposits are not always 
for small sums either. 
Beggars with 
bank books( are not unknown to tho 
workers for charitable institutions, 
but they have, learned that there is no 
use exposing them. Even when char­ 
itable men and women aro warned 
against giving to those who may have 
more money than they have them­ 
selves they declare the sum they 
give is too small to quibble about, and 
that it is oven smaller business to

Sister Ship Tries In Vain to Save Ves­ 


sel — France Concealed

Says Dispatch to Germany. • 


Vienna reported to Berlin that the 
French dreadnought Courbet has been 
sunk, lollowing an attack by the Aus- 
trian submarine No. 12. 


The Austrian 
report says it has 
been ascertained that after the Cour­ 
bet was hit by the Austrian subma­ 
rine, the dreadnought Jean Bart, sis* 
ter ship of the Courbet, tried to tow 
her to port. 


The Jean Bart,, while maneuvering, 
jammed the Courbet, and the latter 
sank. The Jean Bart afterward dock- 
ad at Malta. 


The Vienna, report states that the 
French officials have been concealing 
the news concerning the loss oi! the 
Courbet and have announced merely 
that the. Jean Bart was injured. 


The Courbet, a sister ship of tlio 
Jean Bart, and the counterpart oif the 
English Audacious, was the flagship 
<*f the French squadron. She was a 
23,0U0-ton battleship, bulit at I/orient 
and completed in 3913 at a cost of 
$12,000,000. Her length was 545 feet, 
'with a beam of 88% feet. Her draught 
•was 29 feet and her indicated horso 
power 28,000. 
She mounted twelvo 
' 12-inch 
guns, 
twenty-two 
5.5-inch 
*uns and lour three-pounders. 
Her 
jpeed was thirty knots an hour, and 
she carried 9y8 men. 


The French squadron is believed to 
iav e been operating chiefly in the 
Adriatic, although its exact location 
.Has never been disclosed. The Aus* 
trian base is at Pola, at the head oi 
ilio Adriatic sea.

Shipping Practices Force Search of 


Ships. 


The reply of Great Britain to the 
protest of the United Stateg against 
British practices in interfering with 
the neutral trade of this country was 
made public at the state deartment. 


In tone the British note is even 
more friendly and in spirit quite as 
frank as the American note. It is in 
most respects a convincing argument 
in support of the British exercise of 
its control of the seas and seeks to 
refute some of tho contentions set 
forth in the American protest. 


Aside from the protest against the 
methods rather than the principle of 
the British policy, it was considered 
that the strongest point in the Amer­ 
ican 
note was tho contention that 
Great Britain had violated her own 


be followed by one dealing in more 
detail with the issues raised. 


Taking up tho American contention 
that British practices have caused a 
depression in American trade by de­ 
nying American products their estab« 
lished markets in neutral countries, 
the British cite the American export 
figures for November, 1913 and 1914, 
Great 
Britain concedes that cotton 
may have fallen off, but points out 
that she cannot be blamed for that, as 
she has practiced the Intention of not 
interfering with cotton as contraband 
of war. 


Replying to the American conten­ 
tions regarding; copper, Great Britain 
shows 
from 
American figures how 
tremendously the imports of copper 
by tho neutral countries contiguous 
to Germany and Austria have increas­ 
ed since tho war. 


“With such figures,’” tlm note de­ 
clares, 
“the 
presumption 
is 
very 
strong that the bulk of copper con­ 
signed by these countries has recent 
ly been intended not for their own 
use, but for that of a beligerent who 
cannot import it direct.” 


It is declared that four cargoes ol 
copper and aluminum nominally con 
sighed to Sweden are known by the 
British authorities to have been defi­ 
nitely 
consigned 
to 
Germany, 
and 
hence are being dotained for prizo 
court proceedings. 


It is clearly stated in the note that 
Great Britain believes that the Unit* 
ed Stales must bear some of tho re* 
sponsibility 
for 
delays for neutral 
shipping because of its action in pro 
hibiting the publication of ships* man 
ifesls until thirty days 
after 
they 
have left port, tho effect of which has 
been, tho note declares, the exami­ 
nation and detention of more ships 
than would otherwise have been ne 
cessary.

Fire In Subway Kills Woman. 


New York’s subway was visited by 
fire and panic, which sent some 200 
persons to hospitals, caused the death 
of one woman and upset the transpor­ 
tation systejn of the city. 


Tho fire was said to Jiave been due 
to an electrical explosion in a conduit 
between the Fiftieth and Fifty-ninth 
streets stations under Broadway. 


The noise and smoko terrified tho 
700 or more passengers of two down 
town trains stalled nearby, and in 
their unreasoning efforts to escape 
scores were badly bruised, many were 
knocked unconscious and still others 
were overcome by smoke. 


It was more than three hours after 
the accident that the last passenger 
was rescued, and during that time, in 
tho streets nearby, there was a con­

MEAT AT 50 CENTS; SHOES $10 


Experts See This in Two Years Owing 
to Shortage In Cattle. 


Chicago.—Meat at 50 cents a pound 
and shoes at $10 a pair are% possibili­ 
ties in the next two years, in the opin­ 
ion of government and stockyards ex­ 
perts after taking a census of the cat­ 
tle in the country and finding the visi­ 
ble supply Jess than 3D,000,000 head. 
As this includes calves, yearlings and 
full grown stock, the number of ani­ 
mals capable of breeding is reduced 
to an alarmingly deficient supply. 


“Meat in America will be a rarity 
before the war ends, with its drain 
on our supply,” said Henry J. Wil­ 
liamson, government statistician in the 
department of agriculture. 


“Unless scientific breeding becomes 
general and the slaughter *ot calves 
ceases before five years have expired 
America will find herself in the .class 
of European countries that have to ! 
look to importation to supply meat.”
